has patronized this very good estab- 
lishment for 25 years and the own- 
er-manager came over to sit with 
him. The operating statement for 
1946 was soon on the table. It 
showed a net profit of $31,000 to 
the one-man corporation on the 
year's turnover of $293,000. The 
costs included an executive salary 
to the sole-owner of $35,000. The 
place serves lunch and dinner oniy, 
closing at 9 P. M. This patron pre- 
sumed to suggest, based on the fig- 
ures, that there seemed to be no 
insistent need of charging $2.25 for 
roast beef (no extras), but the boss 
was almost choleric in his protest, 
as he claimed high costs and the 
unions were utterly "ruining the 
business." 

The same evening in the coffee 
shop of the Pennsylvania Hotel the 
well-spoken English waitress said 
they never served roast beef, as 
counter patrons would simply not 
pay the $1.75 they had to charge. 
She did aay that the dining rooms In 
the hotel had it on the menu twice 
a week, but $2.00 was the minimum 
price for table service. 

Of course, those in the business 



can better explain why this center- 
piece of American eating must be 
priced at such figures, but this re- 
porter is a specialist in buying and 
carving prime ribs for home use 
(yes, sir!) and even the prices he 
pays as a consumer would seem to 
make a profit possible at $1.50 for 
everything, soup to nuts, with clean 
cloth to eat from. That's not his 
trade, however, and he's probably 
wrong, but he does know that Horn 
and Hardart's roast beef at 60c 
(vegetables included) is as good as 
the country has, even if it is some- 
times sliced in dlaphonous manner. 

The thing called buyer's resis- 
tance is on in full force, as the 
greatly diminished sales of women's 
wear for the Easter holiday, as a 
case in point, helped to prove, and 
it would seem that restaurant and 
store mark-ups must be reduced as 
well as primary costs. Macy's page 
ads last week, beseeching lower 
prices from the manufacturers, 
claimed that retail selling costs had 
little bearing on ultimate prices. 
What does Macy sell that has not 
been marked up at least 30% (usu- 
ally 40% plus) over cost, and how 
does it come that one-third of the 
actual price is regarded as an in- 
significant amount? Prices must 
and will go down, and everybody 
who can help should join the pros- 
perity parade. 

Nor should we assert too quickly 
that wages must be pinched before 
prices recede. American business 
has always bitterly fought, at first, 
the very things which ultimately 
proved to be to its own best bene- 
fit. Low cost money has certainly 
helped to make the banks more use- 
ful and perhaps more profitable ven- 
tures than ever before. Lower indus- 
trial nets might mean the nation's 
(and the world's) economic salva- 
tion. In any event, they would bet- 
ter square with that moral concept 
of stewardship which is stressed in 
the many studies made by the vari- 
ous church and social groups. In 
the long run, it is expected, there 
will be nothing more compensating, 
more enduring, than that, for Adam 
Smith does not seem quite so firm 
on his "Wealth of Nations" throne 
and there is a clear call for a surer 
format to help attain' the more nor- 
mal lives of all the people.
